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YEARS ‘NOT ENOUGH’ 
FOR BOYS’ EVIL ABUSERS

A CHARITY that works to keep 
abused children safe has slammed 
the sentence handed down to a 
couple found guilty of abusing two 
young boys. 

Ricky Winter and Kristina Davies were both 
jailed for two years after they were each 
convicted by a jury on two counts of child- 
cruelty at Canterbury Crown Court. 

The charity says the sentence was far too 
light for the abuse the boys went through. 

Winter, 23, and Davies, 20, inflicted injuries 
on the boys, aged two and four, because they 
were unable to control them at their 
Cliftonville home, a judge was told. 

Their ordeal was only discovered when 
neighbours called police and social services. 

After just 10 days in their care, the two-year- 
old was found to have a broken collarbone and 
bitemarks on his buttocks and genitals, while

Co-op ‘double 


trouble 


for our 


village traders’

THE close proximity of two 
branches of the Co-op in 
Birchington is causing con- 
cern in the village. 

When the Somerfield super- 
market chain was taken over by the 
Co-operative group in 2009, the 
chain set about turning the stores 
into Co-op outlets. 

This meant that the Somerfield 
store at 78-80 Station Road became 
a Co-op, even though the group has 
a store just 120 paces away in the 
same street. 

Village campaigner Bernard 
LaRoche says he plans to take the 
issue up with the Competition 
Commission because it is harming 
the trade of other village shops. 

He said: “The Co-op’s prices are 
more expensive than Somerfield’s 
and it’s pushed many shoppers to 
say enough, and now even more go 
out of town for their groceries. 

“That has a knock-on effect for the 
other shops because they miss out 
on trade if there are not as many 
people in the village.” 

It may prove to be a fruitless 
quest, though. 

In January 2009, the Office of Fair 
Trading accepted the measures the 
Co-op said it would adopt. 

They included divesting 133 of its 
stores in the UK, which appeased 
the Competition Commission. 

However, it seems likely that both 
Birchington stores will remain. 

A Co-operative spokesman said: 
“The Somerfield supermarket chain 
was acquired by The Co-operative 
Group in March 2009 as part of a 
£1.56 billion deal. 

“Following the move, the group 
invested £350,000, in May this year, 
to convert the former Somerfield at 
78-80 Station Road into a Co-

operative food store, securing all 35 
jobs. As part of the rebranding 
process, products and prices were 
brought in line with the rest of The 
Co-operative Group. 

“Later this year, refurbishment 
work will begin on our smaller store 
at 54-56 Station Road, converting it 
into a convenience-style shop where 
customers will be able to quickly 
pick up day-to-day items such as 
bread, milk and newspapers. 

“We genuinely believe that there 
is a demand from local people to be 
able to shop locally, and the opin- 
ions of Birchington residents are 
very important to us. 

“This week we are hosting a cus- 
tomer panel, where 12 of our shop- 
pers will meet the store manage- 
ment team to discuss what they like 
about The Co-operative offering.” 

The Co-op also has a store in 
Westgate, which was also a branch 
of Somerfield until recently. 

The spokesman said: “In regards 
to our neighbouring store in 
Westgate-on-Sea, the store serves a 
different community who would not 
necessarily want to travel into 
Birchington for their shopping.”

Star inspires pupils to

RUBGY legend Martin Johnson 
CBE was the centre of attention at 


St Lawrence College on Friday. 

The World Cup-winning captain, who led 
England to glory against Australia in 2003, 
came to Ramsgate to cut the ribbon and open 
the school’s new sports hall. 

The rugby giant is a friend of housemaster 
Gary Davis, who taught Martin at his second- 
ary school in Market Harborough and worked 
with the star’s mother. 

The new sports hall has taken a year to 
construct, with work on the foundations started 
in July 2009. 

The complex is now equipped and ready for 
use for the start of the new academic year. 

Facilities include a dance studio, squash 
courts, a fitness suite, climbing wall and an 
extensive indoor games arena. 

The project has taken more than 10 years to 
put in place and finance, and has cost about 
£1.6 million. 

The rugby-player unveiled a commemorative 
plaque and toured the facility, meeting stu- 
dents and staff on the way round. 

The college chaplain, Rev Peter Russell, 
blessed the building as the tour began. The 
opening was informal, friendly and there was 
plenty of opportunity for the students to meet 
Mr Johnson. 

After the official opening, Mr Johnson 
addressed the school in an informal assembly. 

He was introduced by the headmaster, Rev 
Mark Aitken, who said of him: “Martin Johnson

is a true giant of a man, not just in terms of size 
but in his leadership. He is an inspiration to 
others, particularly when faced with over- 
whelming odds.

a right to gain assurances that children 
will not be at risk in the future from 
brutal behaviour not comprehensible to 
most people.” 

Judge Simon James said the older boy 
suffered 14 separate injuries. 

He said: “These injuries can only be 
described as horrific. They were applied 
with brutal force. They were truly sick- 
ening.” 

The judge said Winter and Davies put 
their loyalty to each other above ensur- 
ing the boys got medical treatment. 

He said the boys had been ordered to 
cry on demand and kiss Winter’s feet. 

“This was far beyond reasonable chas- 
tisement. Any right-thinking person 
would only feel revulsion at your treat- 
ment of these children. 

“This was a systematic and calculated 
period of cruelty for which neither of you 
feel any remorse. 

“Mercifully, the injuries will have no 
long-term effect and hopefully the men- 
tal scars you inflicted will heal as well.” 

Davies was sent to a Young Offenders 
Institution because of her age. 

John Cameron from the NSPCC said: 
“Sadly, the cruelty these boys have suf- 
fered is not unique. 

“Neglect makes up nearly half of all 
child-protection cases, and this is just 
the tip of the iceberg.” 


Tenants have 
say on plans 


MORE than half of tenants and 
leaseholders across east Kent have 
given their views ahead of a pro- 
posed shake-up of council-housing 
services. 

About 10,000 people took part in 
a consultation after Thanet, 
Canterbury, Dover and Shepway 
councils put forward plans to set up 
an arm’s length management 
organisation (ALMO) to manage 
their housing stock. 

The district authorities believe it 
could save them about £1.5million 
over the next few years. The sav- 
ings, they say, would be reinvested 
in the service. 

The consultation was sent out to 
18,000 people across the four areas, 
with 52 per cent taking part. 

Asked if they thought it was a 
good idea for the proposal to pro- 
ceed, 64 per cent of people said yes, 
24 per cent said they were not sure 
and 12 per cent said no. 

The second question asked if they 
supported the proposal for Thanet 
council to join with the other three 
councils to form the ALMO. 

A total of 69 per cent said yes, 
while 18 per cent said they weren’t 
sure and 13 per cent said no. 

A report on the results of the con- 
sultation will now go to each of the 
four councils, which will then need 
to submit an application to transfer 
their housing management to the 
new set-up. 


key to regeneration’ 


TWO national agencies have 
launched a partnership to help move 
forward the flagging regeneration of 
Margate. 

English Heritage and Arts Council 
England have teamed up to form the 
three-year partnership programme 
known as MACH, which stands for 
Margate Arts, Creativity, Heritage. 

It will be focused on the wards of 
Margate Central and Cliftonville 
West. 

The £500,000 funding commit- 
ment could lever new investment to 
the town and will be used to support 
the growth of the creative sector. 

Thanet council is also a partner in 
the programme, which is hosted by 
Margate Renewal Partnership. 

Stephanie Fuller, senior manager 
of funding programmes at Arts 
Council England, said: “The arts are 
one of the fastest-growing parts of 
our economy and that’s why we 
believe successful regeneration has 
the arts at its core. 

“Some of the UK’s most celebrated 
artists have shaped Margate’s 
colourful history and, with the 
Turner Contemporary gallery open- 
ing next year, this project reflects our 
belief that arts and heritage have an 
important role to play in breathing 
new life into its future.” 


Margate has come under the spot- 
light in recent years as one of the UK 
resorts hit hardest by the decline of 
the tourism trade. 

A Local Data Company study 
found that Margate had the highest 
proportion of empty shops in the 
country. 

The wards of Margate Central and 
Cliftonville West, meanwhile, have 
some of the highest indices of depri- 
vation in the South East. 

Ms Fuller said: “Culture has 
already been identified as having the 
potential to kickstart Margate’s 
regeneration, with associated invest- 
ment in Turner Contemporary, a 
world-class contemporary art gallery 
due to open in 2011 and Dreamland, 
the UK’s first heritage amusement 
park, due to open in 2012. 

“The investment through MACH 
aims to complement these flagship 
schemes, supporting the growth of 
the creative sector in Margate by 
using the inspiration and opportuni- 
ty afforded by its heritage.” 

Dr Andy Brown, English Heritage 
regional director for the South East, 
said: “MACH is about supporting the 
people of Margate as much as it is 
about Margate’s heritage.” 

The MACH programme was 
launched on Thursday last week.

“I completely support all artistic ventures 
in Thanet, but this one sounds particularly 
interesting as it involves ideas about both art 
and theatre,” said Emin, who was brought up 
in Margate and attended both the Medway 
College of Design and Maidstone Art College. 

“The fact it is to be performed at the 
Theatre Royal is another bonus. 

“Tm sure the people of Thanet will also sup- 
port this initiative to open and broaden ideas 
about art and creativity within the area.” 

Produced by the Net Curtains theatre 


company and created by The Archers script- 
writer Tim Stimpson, First Impressions tells 
the tale of a Thanet councillor and his 
attempts to persuade the local authority to 
buy a Turner masterpiece discovered in a 
dead woman’s home. 

Artistic director Claire Farrington, 34, from 
Sandhurst, said: “I used to go to Dreamland 
a lot as a child but hadn’t visited the town for 
years until I came back for a project I was 
working on in 2006. 

“Arriving at the train station, I saw a 
wasteland of boarded-up shops and was just 
devastated. 

“It sounds odd, but I was quite fascinated 
by the dilapidation and couldn’t believe that 
it had been allowed to happen. 

“T feel very sorry for the people living there 
at the moment because it’s taking such a 
long time to get back on its feet.” 

Ms Farrington said: “The play shows that 
art can be inspiring, and the same applies to 
theatre. I'd like the production to be a cata- 
lyst for people to come down, stay for the 
weekend and then return again in future.”

RESIDENTS are being asked for 
their views on a proposal to 
introduce a new licensing scheme 
for privately-rented accommoda- 
tion in parts of Margate Central 
and Cliftonville West. 


The new selective licensing scheme is being 
proposed to help tackle the high levels of 


management costs and a slower turnover of 
tenants. 

“It is also anticipated that in the longer 
term, as well as improving the image of the 
area and helping to improve the condition of 
housing, possible benefits could also include 
the possible rise in rent and property values.” 

Before adopting this scheme, the council is 
encouraging tenants, landlords and residents 
in the area to have their say on the proposal. 

Chris Wells, cabinet member for community 
services, said: “One of the biggest issues for 
many years has been the huge supply in this 


problems in the area such as 
antisocial behaviour, crime, fires 
and empty properties. 

Under the new scheme, land- 
lords in the designated area 
would be required to apply for a 
licence for every privately- 
rented flat, house or room to 
continue to operate in the area. 

The licence will contain a 
series of conditions with which 
the property-owner will be 
required to comply. s

“Bringing in a_ licensing 
scheme for these properties will 
help to ensure better regulation, 
but before adopting the scheme 
it is important local people have 
an opportunity to tell us what 
they think.

The conditions will relate to 
the management of the proper- 
ty, fire safety and antisocial 
behaviour. 

Landlords who own more 
than one property in the designated area 
would need to apply for a licence for each of 
the units of accommodation rented out. 

There would be a charge of £525 per licence, 
which landlords would be required to cover. 

A council spokesman said: “In other places 
where this type of scheme has been intro- 
duced, landlords have seen improvements 
such as less damage to properties, reduced

QUESTION & ANSWER 


JOE 
PASQUALE 


Since leaving the Jungle in I'm a Celebrity you have 

taken up quite a few hobbies - what are they? 

Well, I still go boxing four times a week, 

and of course I’ve got my pilot’s licence, but 
I’ve now taken up running and am planning 
on taking part in next year’s London Marat- 
hon. ’m currently running 10 miles three or 
four times a week. I also go to the gym to work 
out with the pro boxers. 

Boxing’s a great thing — it teaches you how 
to deal with your aggression, let it go and then 
stop. But I’m not an aggressive person at all; if 
Tm sparring with someone at the gym I find 
myself apologising to them, even though you 
shouldn’t say ‘sorry’ in a boxing ring! 

T have also started painting, which I haven’t 
done since I was a kid. 


You worked your way up in showbiz through working as 
acomic at Pontins, but you also appeared on New Faces. 
What do you think of TV talent shows? 
I think they’e a gift, but it depends which 
way you look at it. Richard Holloway, the 
producer of Britain’s Got Talent, was the pro- 
ducer of New Faces when I did it and executive 
producer when I was doing The Price Is Right. 
People like Richard and Simon Cowell have 
discovered that there are as many nutters 
around now as there were 20 years ago, and I 
was one of them, and there was just as much 
entertainment value in watching the audi- 
tions as the actual show. 
Britain’s Got Talent isn’t that different from 


New Faces or Opportunity Knocks in that they 
turn it round and show you the audition 
process. 

If you put yourself up for these talent shows, 
you know what you’re doing — and everyone 
wants their 15 minutes of fame. 


Q” you still like touring? 


I love the gigs, but the travelling is horren- 

dous. We were playing Dudley, which is a 
two-and-a-half-hour drive from my house but 
which took 11 hours after we got stuck on the 
M25. 

The travelling and hotels can be a night- 
mare — you are up until 2am to drive to the 
next gig, which is always great but the travel- 
ling there isn’t. 


Q” are your big comedy influences? 


I was lucky enough to know Bob 
Monkhouse and was close to him at the 
end. He was a great influence in my life and 
my attitude to the business. He was a gentle- 
man, with not a bad word to say about anyone. 
I did New Faces, and he asked me around and 
helped me get on to other shows. Like him, I'd 
rather be liked. 
I also like Steve Martin: he was the first to 
do that random, anarchic kind of comedy, and 
a genius at stand-up — and then packed it in. 


Q™ you still enjoy performing... 


Yes, and if you don’t, you have to remind 
yourself why you came into the business in 
the first place — the answer should never be for 
the money, but just for the job. Nobody ever 
starts doing it just for the money — I think 
there must be something wrong with comics 
who want to get on stage and say ‘Please love 
me’. What's the need that makes you want to 
do that? 
But I intended to be an actor, really, and I did 
a play recently with Stephen Berkoff for two 
nights at the New End Theatre in Hampstead. 


Tell us about the new tour 


Well, it’s called the ESP Tour and it fea- 
tures all sorts of craziness and a bit more of 
the ESP stuff. 

Ive always been quite intrigued by that sort 
of thing and the way that mind-readers use it 
— but I just take the mick out of it and people 
love it. 

My favourite bits of the show are always the 
bits with the audience. To be honest, it’s not 
something I really believe in, though.

Community sentence for carrying knives 


A MAN who hit the streets with two knives 
in his pockets and said he wanted to “stab 
someone up” must complete 300 hours of 
unpaid work. 

Stephen Barnes, of Millmead Road, 
Margate, wanted to confront a man he felt 
had “mugged him off” and took to the streets 
with the two blades and a fork in his pockets. 

He went looking for the man he felt had 
wronged him, having drunk a skinful of 
vodka and being being drugs. 

He was arrested by police on night patrol 
on Saturday, August 21, in Northdown Park 
Road on suspicion of possession of the three 
items. 

His eyes and nose were swollen from an 
earlier altercation and he was taken to the 
QEQM Hospital for medical attention, but 
he refused treatment from staff and was 
handcuffed for becoming aggressive. 


The 20-year-old was taken to a side room 
but kicked over a trolley of medical equip- 
ment including sterile syringes. 

Back at the police station in Margate he 
admitted possessing the three weapons in a 
public place and said he had intended to stab 
someone up. 

Magistrates ordered Barnes to pay the 
hospital £50 in compensation and £85 court 
costs as well as complete the unpaid work. 

Barnes, who claims Jobseekers Allowance 
but who has also since found work in the 
security industry, said he could pay the 
money at £5 a fortnight. 

Magistrates said his actions ticked “four 
out of five boxes for culpability”, those being 
carrying a dangerous weapon, planning to 
commit a violent act, being motivated by 
hostility and being under the influence of 
drink and drugs.

¢ The major problem is that most 
teachers (not all) have only an 
academic background — in other 


words, been to school, been to 
college and back to school and have 
had no relationship to the 
workplace in the real world and 
only recognise an academic 
qualification as being worthy as 
this is the route they have taken. 

The example I can think of is a 
young man from a grammar school 
who came to us on work experience 
— talking to him, it came out in 
conversation that a teacher who 
was also the careers adviser was 
just out of university and was only 
22 years old. 

What experience did she have to 
be able to give advice to young 
people? 

My son went to a secondary 
school and as a teenager would 
have never been able to cope, 
academically and emotionally, at 
grammar school. 

He went to technical college and 
entered an electronics BTEC 
course. 

He left at the end of the course 
with the qualification and was 
accepted by the BBC as an 
engineer, went on to become an 
engineering manager for the BBC 
and at 34 took an external 
university degree in music and now 
has ‘BA Hons’ after his name. 

I feel that education continues 
after school, as does development of 
young people, and often it is the 
wrong decision to force children 
into an academic path rather than 
let them grow at their own rate. 

Too much is put on them by 
schools and parents to aim for a 
degree course rather than allowing 
them to blossom at their own rate.

SOME special musical guests will 
be arriving in Kent in spectacular 


style tomorrow. 

To mark the 200th anniversary of the birth 
of composer Chopin, the Polish National Radio 
Symphony Orchestra is paying a visit to Dover 
to perform a special concert. But they will be 
travelling across the seas in eye-catching fash- 
ion, aboard Dar Mlodziezy. 

The three-mast frigate is a Polish sailing 
training vessel designed by Zygmunt Choren 
and launched at the Gdansk Shipyard in 1982. 

During the day, visitors will be able to visit 
the ship, which was built for around the world 
trips and can stay at sea for up to 60 days. The 
ship won the 2006 World Cup regatta around 
Bornholm and now it is bringing the orchestra 
to Dover, as part of a series of celebratory con- 
certs around Europe. 

The orchestra is performing at Copenhagen, 
Gothenburg, Oslo and Boulogne-sur-Mer, as 
well as Dover. 

The voyage, dubbed DFDS Seaways Under 
the Flag of Chopin, has been arranged in part- 
nership with the Embassy of the Republic of 
Poland and the Polish Cultural Institute. It is 
also supported by the Ministry of Culture and 
National Heritage, Fryderyk Chopin Institute 
in Warsaw and Adam Mickiewicz Institute in 
Warsaw. 

Thursday’s journey across the sea will culmi- 
nate in a performance by the orchestra at 
Dover Town Hall at 7pm on Thursday. 

Conducted by Jacek Kasprzyk, the concert 
will feature rising soloist Ewa Kupiec and 
includes some music which is appropriate for 
the seaside setting. The programme also 
includes Chopin’s Fantasy on Polish Airs and 
Andante Spianato and Grand Polonaise in EK 
flat major. 

Last year the orchestra played to a sell-out 
audience at Canterbury Cathedral, when 
Krzysztof Penderecki conducted his acclaimed 
St Luke Passion as part of the Sounds New 
Contemporary Music Festival. 

Considered to be Poland’s leading orchestra, 
it also acts as a cultural ambassador on the 
international art scene. 

Born in a village in the Duchy of Warsaw in 
1810, Chopin soon revealed himself to be a 
child prodigy pianist and composer. His educa- 
tion was completed in the city, but following 
the November 1830 uprising, he became part 
of the Polish Great Emigration when he 
moved to Paris. 

He gave few public performances during his 
career, supporting himself by teaching and 
composing. For 10 years he shared a tempes- 
tuous relationship with female French writer, 
George Sand and their affair has been the 
focus of much interest, including a theatre 
show called The Last Ballade. 


When Chopin first met Sand, she was the 
mistress of his friend, fellow composer Franz 
Liszt and he took an immediate dislike to her. 
But they later fell in love and their relation- 
ship ended just two years before his death. 

His technically-demanding works are still 
extremely popular today, for although they are 
challenging, they also express great emotion 
and subtle nuances. Not only did he make 
major innovations to certain musical tech- 


niques, he also invented the musical form 
known as the instrumental ballade. 

Despite his genius, Chopin was not destined 
to live to an old age. Throughout his life he suf- 
fered from health problems and he died in 
Paris in October 1849, aged just 39.

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Meet Tamara Drewe - country 
life will never be the same again

A NEW life in the country is a 
messy business in Stephen 
Frears’s rollicking comedy, based 
on Posy Simmonds’s much-loved 
graphic novel. 


Shot on location in Dorset, during an 
unseasonably hot spell last October, Tamara 
Drewe chronicles one turbulent year in the life 
of a young woman struggling to come to terms 
with the death of her mother. 

The people she touches during the grieving 
process also undergo transformations, gaining 
the strength to make tough decisions about 
their personal relationships or pursue deep- 
rooted obsessions to their catastrophic 
conclusion. 

Screenwriter Moira  Buffini draws 
inspiration from Simmonds’s illustrations to 
sketch finely detailed characters complete 
with moral flaws, retaining the spirit of the 
book while playing to the strengths of film. 

Gemma Arterton is perfectly cast as London 
newspaper journalist Tamara, who returns to 
the cosy village of Ewedown to sell her late 
mother’s cottage. 

Blessed with a cosmetically-sculpted new 
nose and a sense of style that sets her apart 
from her Wellington boot-clad neighbours, 
Tarama turns heads of the men folk. 

She hires childhood sweetheart and 
handyman, Andy Cobb (Luke Evans), to 
oversee repairs whilst encouraging lustful 
glances from celebrated thriller writer and 
serial philanderer, Nicholas Hardiment (Roger 
Allam), who treats his wife Beth (Tamsin 
Greig) like a skivvy and is ill-suited to the 
rural setting. 

“T don’t like cows. They exude bovine malice,” 
he complains. 

Tempers flare when Tamara begins dating 
Ben Sergeant (Dominic Cooper), drummer 
and driving force behind rock band Swipe. 

Schoolgirls Jody (Jessica Barden) and Casey 
(Charlotte Christie), obsessive fans of Ben,

harbour dreams of stealing the rock god away 
from Tamara, and they will stoop to any 
depths to get their man. 

Meanwhile, Beth enjoys compliments from 
American scholar Glen (Bill Camp), who 
cannot disguise his admiration for everything 
that she does, gushing excitedly: “If it were 
possible to have an orgasm from food, these 
mince pies would do it!” 

Tamara Drewe puts a joyful and sometimes 
darkly humorous spin on Thomas Hardy’s Far 
From The Madding Crowd, with Arterton’s 
sexy heroine at the centre of the bed-hopping 
and intrigue. 


Allam’s adulterer elicits pantomime boos 
with every act of treachery, and Greig tugs the 
heartstrings with a tour de force performance 
as a down-trodden cuckold, who notices her 
husband’s natural glow after one liaison and 
innocently chirps: “You're buzzing like my 
electric toothbrush just after I've changed the 
batteries.” 

Cooper gets lost in the mix, while the double- 
act of potty-mouthed youngsters Barden and 
Christie pickpocket all the best exchanges, 
including one quip about teapot lids that 
might just turn out to be one of the lines of the 
year.

I watched a couple from Garden 
Village in Hull struggle against their 
100-year-old forever home, which was 
being torn apart by magnificent yet 
treacherous trees. 

The roots had destroyed sewage

house subside. This in turn had 
produced cracks in masonry and 
windows, leaving the whole place 
damp and rotting. 

And woodworm was happily eating 
its way through floorboards and 
structural beams. 

The show’s producers dealt with 
this grizzly situation by introducing 
comically nightmarish music 
throughout, and a series of 
melodramatically colourless shots 
depicting the worst of the defects. 

Even the usually upbeat Sarah 
Beeny has been told to keep her 
commentary to a hushed monotone, 
lending the programme a bizarrely 
gothic feel.

But the programme does have 
several redeeming features. Ms 
Beeny gives her usual brand of 
friendly, helpful and practical advice.

The programme is littered with 
hints and tips for those with similar 
problems, from how to spot whether 
your woodworm is alive to the 
perennial plea to get a full structural 
survey. 

And rather than introduce too 
much false melodrama, the couple I 
watched got to enjoy an experiment 
showing that, despite months of 
sleepless nights, their house was not 
actually going to topple down.

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Beautiful Sierra Leone has lett 
the memories of war behind

AS we creep along the 
jungle trail it’s difficult to 
imagine that just a decade 
ago this was a lawless land 


where rebels roamed. 

Gun-toting militiamen ravaged 
this wildlife sanctuary deep in 
Sierra Leone’s south-east forest, 
killing animals for food and fun, 
stealing anything they could find 
and flushing out the community. 

Tony Blair had to send troops in to 
Freetown to rescue British citizens. 

Now tour operator Exodus takes 
Britons back there on holiday; on 
guided group tours offering a mix of 
local culture, wildlife, great beaches 
and organised activities like canoe 
trips and midnight snorkelling. 

Certainly, life is thriving again on 
the wildlife sanctuary of Tiwai 
Island. 

Eleven species of monkey rule the 
forest and the elusive pygmy 
hippopotamus roams the beds of the 
lazy Moa River. 

Scores of bird species live in 
treetops above the majestic buttress 
roots and dense bush far beneath. 

We took a walk at dawn, a good 
time to see animals, and mysterious 
rustlings and cracking branches 
indicated there were plenty about. 

Our guide, Mohamed Koroma, 
from Kambama village, started 
work in the forest as a teenager. 

He talked about the day the rebels 
came: “When they reached the 
village, they asked us to cross with 
them. Someone refused and they 
killed him.” 

Tiwai Island typifies proud and 
beautiful Sierra Leone, a country 
roughly the size of Wales and 60 per 
cent Islamic. 

Where terror once ruled, natural 
beauty now pervades and its people 
want to share it with visitors. 

As you land in Sierra Leone, after 
a six-hour flight from London, all

you see from the window is deep 
green forest and rust-red earth. This 
can only be Africa. 

At Lungi Airport on the western 
coast, the heat envelops you. Our 
long wait at the luggage carousel 
was eased by friendly West African 
greetings. Unlike many undeveloped 
airports, people are keen to help. 

Lungi is across the huge natural 
harbour from Freetown, the bustling 
capital, so we caught the boat for the 
half-hour sea trip. 

We explored the city on foot, via 
the indoor market, where bartering 
for wooden figurines and ornate 
fabrics is part of the fun. 

Inside St George’s Cathedral we 
found calm amid all the commotion. 

In the heart of the capital is the 
iconic Cotton Tree, where Sierra 
Leoneans gather for celebrations. Its 
huge canopy spreads like a comfort 
blanket over a central square. 

Freetown witnessed so much 
terror during the 1991 to 2002 civil 
war, but tourist chiefs plan to 
change this war-torn image. 

To the south of the Western Area 
peninsula lie the Banana Islands, 


places of incredible beauty which 
are scarred with an ugly history. 

Sierra Leone was a hub of the 
slave trade, and the islands were 
slaving ports. 

Its tough to visualise these 
atrocities as you stroll along the 
beaches and swim in calm, warm seas. 

A few yards from the shore, beach 
huts are spacious and comfortable. 
At our request, restaurant staff 
swam out for fresh lobsters. 

After soaking up the rays, we drove 
into the hills of the peninsula to 
Tacugama Chimpanzee Sanctuary, 
which cares for 100 abused chimps 
before returning them to the wild. 

Sierra Leone’s second city, Bo, is 
six hours’ drive from Freetown. 

A walk around the maze of narrow 
alleyways in the food market 
challenges the senses. Chillies of 
every colour are strewn across 
tables, the smell of pungent dried 
fish fills the air and traders shout 
their prices. 

A rough diamond in West Africa, 
Sierra Leone is rich in natural 
beauty and genuine hospitality, and 
eager to invite the world to share it.
